Another thing I have found, is that people attempt to define "the Lord's day", 
not by scripture, as is proper, by the so-called "ECF" (easily confused fellows; of 
the 1-4th century AD, etc), instead of going back to the real "fathers"; the 
Patriarchs and Prophets of Scripture themselves, like John, James and Peter and 
Paul, and even further back unto Abraham, Moses, David, and those like them, 
and have those "fathers" tell us, as mouthpieces for God. I find them in the 
inspired and preserved words of God, and I do not find people like spurious 
Ignatius, imaginary Didache, self-refuting pseudo Barnabas, etc. 


They would place those persons in afteryears above the definition that Jesus 
gave. 


Spurious and Imaginary? 

Yes, Spurious, Imaginary, etc: 

The writings so often cited to try to define "the Lord's day" outside of scripture, 
and long after John passed from the scene, are often forged (like Ignatius) and 
also abused, of which any may see that here - http://www.pickle-

God even warned all that they would "think" to "change times and laws" (of which the 4th 
Commandment, the 7th day the Sabbath of the LORD is both time and law) of the Most 
High God: 


Daniel 7:25 - And he shall speak great words against the most High, and shall wear out 
the saints of the most High, and think to change times and laws: and they shall be given 
into his hand until a time and times and the dividing of time. 


Notice some of the fraud, and thus here is the long form of the citation, since there are 
several conflicting: 


" For if we still live according to the Jewish law, and the circumcision of the flesh, we 
deny that we have received grace.—ch. 8. 


But let every one of you keep the Sabbath after a spiritual manner, rejoicing in meditation 
on the law, not in relaxation of the body, admiring the workmanship of God, and not 
eating things prepared the day before, nor using lukewarm drinks, and walking within a 
prescribed space, nor finding delight in dancing and plaudits which have no sense in 
them. And after the observance of the Sabbath, let every friend of Christ keep the Lord's 
Day as a festival, the resurrection-day, the queen and chief of all the days [of the week].— 
ch. 9. 


It is absurd to speak of Jesus Christ with the tongue, and to cherish in the mind a Judaism 
which has now come to an end. For where there is Christianity there cannot be Judaism.— 


Let's examine the longer form first, with which the reader will 
immediately notice a severe problem. The very quote that is 
supposed to prove that "Christians... never [worshipped] on the 
Sabbath" actually commands "every" Christian to "keep the 
Sabbath"! Moreover, since the quote also forbids Judaizing, it 
follows that the writer of the long form of this epistle believed that 
Sabbath keeping transcended Judiaism. In other words, a Christian 
could tell people that they needed to keep the Sabbath without 
being guilty of Judaizing! 


The words "and after the observance of the Sabbath" were 
intentionally deleted from the quote. Another example of fraud?

The body of believers may gather on any and every day with no injunction anywhere 
found in scripture against such, and in truth they met "daily", "continually", etc (Mat 
26:55; Mar 14:49; Luk 22:53, 24:33,36; Acts 19:9) and likewise among the followers of 
Jesus Christ (Luk 24:51,53; Acts 1:3,9, 2:46-47, 5:42, 6:1, 16:5, 17:11,17; Heb 3:13, etc). 
The problem lies in the sin of transgressing the 4** Commandment (Exodus 20:8-11), by 
overstepping in it or neglecting it. 


Christians gathered on every day of the week, when possible, as did the Jews. 


Acts 2:46 - And they, continuing daily with one accord in the temple, and breaking 
bread from house to house, did eat their meat with gladness and singleness of heart, 


Acts 2:47 - Praising God, and having favour with all the people. And the Lord added to 
the church daily such as should be saved. 


Acts 5:42 - And daily in the temple, and in every house, they ceased not to teach and 
preach Jesus Christ. 


Acts 6:1 - And in those days, when the number of the disciples was multiplied, there 
arose a murmuring of the Grecians against the Hebrews, because their widows were 
neglected in the daily ministration. 


Acts 16:5 - And so were the churches established in the faith, and increased in number 
daily. 


Paul even preached daily: 


Acts 17:17 - Therefore disputed he in the synagogue with the Jews, and with 
the devout persons, and in the market daily with them that met with him. 


The first day of the week was no more special than any other of the six working 
days. Yet the sabbath, the 7th day, the Lord's day was always special, always 
gathered on and therein rested. 


None of that extra gathering, is qualification of disobedience to (breaking) the 
Ten Commandments (Exodus 20:1-17), especially the 4th (Exodus 20:8-11) in its 
explicit command to "rest" and not "work" "the seventh day the sabbath of the 
LORD". 


Just in the book of Acts alone, there are over 78 sabbaths explicitly recorded. 


Acts 13:14,27,42,44, 15:21, 16:13, 17:2, 18:4, (20:6, 21:4, 28:14; Paul always 
waited seven days, so that he could keep the Sabbath with fellow Jews, and 
Proselytes (see Acts 2:10; 13:26,42-43,44,45-46,47-49, 14:1,2,15-16, 
15:17,19,21, 17:17) and preach the gospel upon that sacred day (Acts 17:2), just 
as Jesus had; Luke 4:16-21).

We can see that they (disciples and Jesus) were still walking to Emmaus while it 
was yet "day" (light out, with the sun still out), and yet it began to grow late in 
the day, and the sun was beginning to go down. It was getting near supper time. 
It was not yet night (sun down). Yet, while they eat, Jesus makes known who He 
is, and vanishes from their sight (no, Jesus is not aethereal, He is simply 
invisible to their eyes), and they being astonished, run all the way back to 
Jerusalem where the other disciples were hiding behind closed doors. Now the 
distance from Emmaus to Jerusalem, we are told, is "threescore furlongs" ("A 
Greek measure of length, being 600 Greek ft., or 100 orguiai equal to 606 3/4 
English ft., and thus somewhat less than a furlong, which is 660 ft." - Link and 
thus is about 7-8 Miles going uphill as we would know them). 


7-8 Miles is a long way to run when the sun is setting, going back uphill 
(Jerusalem, the city on a hill). This would take quite a bit of time, and also to 


Therefore, when John says, "Then the same day at evening, being the first day of 
the week, when the doors were shut where the disciples were assembled for fear 
of the Jews, came Jesus and stood in the midst, and saith unto them, Peace be 
unto you." 


We know the timeframe it refers to. It was the end of the first day of the week, 
in the "evening", when the sun was set, which in reality, is another way of saying 
the second [day] of the week, contextually. The text refers to the "evening" at 
the end of the "first [day] of the week" which scripturally means the actual 
"second [day] of the week". I am not rewriting the text here. I am simply 
demonstrating that John is using a parallel language to say the same thing 
another way. It would be akin to saying the "Robe is purple.", and another 
person saying, the "Robe is a mixture of the shades of red and blue." Again, it 
can be said that the 11 apostles were in the locked room on the 'first [day] of the 
week' (for fear of the Jews mind you), all the time that the events on the road to 
Emmaus took place, the supper, and the two running back to Jerusalem, and by 
the time they got there the evening came and the second day started. 


Thus it was in actuality the second day of the week that Jesus appeared to them. 
Then we see another appearance "after eight days", which would place the 
following meeting, again, no matter how it is calculated (inclusive or exclusive), 
not upon the "first [day] of the week", but afterward:

There is some interesting history taking place in Matthew 28:1. It 
is just after the death, burial and resurrection of Jesus, which 
(crucifixion/death) took place on the 14th day of the first month 
(Passover; 1 Corinthians 5:7), being the 6th day of the week, and

The translators not desiring to confuse anyone over the two 
sabbaths ending (the 7th day and festal), and like the Jews, simply 
counted it as a single unified High Sabbath (John 19:31). Thus in 
the end of the [high, or unified] Sabbath (the two sabbaths, the 7th 
day and the festal joined together), as it began to dawn toward the 
"mian sabbatwn". What does this mean then? "Mian" simply means 
"first" or even "one" in certain contexts. Again the word for 
sabbath is plural. What is "first sabbaths" in the context? The 
context is the feast of Weeks, the starting of the count, 49 days, or 
7 weeks of 7th day sabbaths, with an additional day, being 50 unto 
Pentecost (Feast of Weeks; Leviticus 23:15-22). Thus, the very first 
day of the week, began the first week of the sabbaths towards 
Pentecost. To keep this simple to the common reader, the 
translators just said "first [day] of the week", which it was, without 
trying to confuse anyone. There would also be two sabbaths in that 
first week as well, the final festal sabbath closing out the 7 days of 
unleavened bread, and then the day after would be the first of the 
7th day sabbaths of the 7 weeks (49 days).

Jesus comes back, the Fig tree is withered up from the roots, goes to the Temple, and has the final teachings to 
the Pharisees, etc - [Matthew 21:18,23; Mark 11:20,27]. 


This was the "two days" before the "Passover" - [Matthew 26:1-2; Mark 14:1; Luke 21:37-38, 22:1]. 


Jesus tells the Jewish nation, that their house is forever left desolate, no more fruit again - [Matthew 23:37-39; 
Luke 13:32-35]. 


Jesus said, that He still had to do "cures" and "cast out devils" "to day, tomorrow and the third day" and be done 
- [Luke 13:32,33] 


Jesus had been "daily" in the Temple - [Matthew 26:55; Mark 14:49; Luke 19:47, 22:53; John 18:20] 


[the fourth [day] of the week] 
The "tomorrow" [Luke 13:32,33] 
[the fifth [day] of the week] 

The "Third Day" [Luke 13:32,33], being done. 
[the sixth [day] of the week; preparation] 

Gather twice as much, Christ Jesus the anti-typical Manna, Exodus 16:25,26. 

The "spices" "had been" [Mark 16:1] purchased sometime after the Crucifixion and before burial so that they 
could "prepare" [Luke 23:56] them to bring on the "first [day] of the week" [Luke 24:1], even as we see Joseph of 
Arimathaea doing for the linen - [Mark 14:46] 

Ist Evening Part - [Matthew 26:31,34; Mark 14:27,30] 

Ist Morning [Light] Part- [Matthew 27:21; Mark 15:1] 

Abib/Nisan 14th; Christ Jesus our Passover is Sacrificed for us - [1 Corinthians 5:7], 

[the 7th Day Sabbath of the LORD thy God] 

Jesus remained in the Tomb all Sabbath - anti-type Manna - Exodus 16:29,30 

The Disciples were keeping the Sabbath according to the Commandment - [Exodus 20:8-11; Luke 23:54,56] 

2nd Evening and 2nd Morning Parts - [Matthew 27:58-66, 28:1; Mark 15:42-47; Luke 23:52-53,54; John 19:38-42] 


Abib/Nisan 15th - Seasonal Feast Sabbath [First Day of Unleavened Bread, without corruption] - [Leviticus 23:5- 
8] 


[the first [day] of the week] 
Christ Jesus, preserved and Risen - Anti-type Manna - Exodus 16:32-34 


3rd Evening and 3rd Morning Parts, Christ Risen and shown alive - [Matthew 28:1-10; Mark 16:2-20; Luke 
24:1-29; John 20:1-23] 


Abib/Nisan 16th; Christ the Firstfruits/Wavesheaf Yearly Offering, Anti-Type One Time Resurrection - [1 
Corinthians 15:20,23]. 


Jesus was walking with the disciples on the Road to Emmaus on the "first [day] of the week", as the day 
was closing out, being "the third day since these things" were done [Luke 24:21], 


[the second [day] of the week] 


Jesus was still walking with the two disciples on the Road to Emmaus as the first [day] of the week was 
closing, and it becomes Evening - [Luke 24:29,35, etc] 


[the third [day] of the week] 


The disciples meet again "after" “eight days” from the time the gathered in the upper room - [john 
20:26] 


[some days later, unknown day of the week and unknown date] 
The disciples meet with Jesus at the Sea of Galilee - [John 21:1-25] 
[the fifth [day] of the week, several (5) weeks from the resurrection of Jesus] 


Disciples meet with lesus on Mt. Olivet. at His 2™ ascension [1st at - ohn 20:171. 40 davs later from 


Some attempt to utilize Matthew 26:2, incorrectly, but notice that they say "after two days" 
points to (Wednesday, Thursday), and so land upon 'Thursday' [5th [day] of the week] in 
completion for the Crucifixion/Passover, but this cannot be, due to the very time table and 
language of the text itself. 


The text does not say "within two days", but rather it states "after" two days, which would 
place the event, not on 'Thursday', but rather on 'Friday', the 'Third day", which comes "after" 
two days. Notice the Bible: 


Hosea 6:2 - After two days will he revive us: in the third day he will raise us up, and we shall 
live in his sight. 


We can see similar use, in john 4:40,43. The "two days" does not include the day "after" them 
which we see given in Luke 13:32,33. 


So when, Jesus said, on that 'Tuesday' [3rd [day] of the week], that "after" "two days", it would 
bring us to the 'third day', being 'Friday' [the sixth [day] of the week], in perfect accordance 
with all typological and prophetic statements gone over. 


Therefore, according to Scripture, itself, "after two days" [the "two days" being 'Wednesday', 
Thursday, the "fourth and fifth [days] of the week]], speaks to the "third day" ['Friday', the 
sixth [day] of the week]], not to the second of the two days. 


We can know when Jesus said this saying of "after two days", because He stated it in Matthew 
26:2; Mark 14:1, which was on the third [day] of the week, 'Tuesday' [see previous time table], 


The incorrect pattern of some [Wednesday/Thursday Crucifixion] does not incorporate all the typological 
elements, namely the Manna in Exodus 16, nor of the 3 days and 3 nights, and therefore, cannot be correct 
on those grounds, and others. 


Error cannot ever sanctify, and so we plead please, that they give up this incorrect apriori that they are 
holding onto which leads them to such an time-table that does not incorporate all the elements, and that 
Jesus, in their scenario, had to arise on Sabbath, for this is not possible, especially in that point, for in His 
resurrection, Jesus went to work, for there was much more for Him to fulfill, even as it is written in Daniel; 
Hebrews; Revelation, etc. 


God/'Jesus' was "finished" after the 6th Day of Creation and rested the 7th Day: 


Genesis 1:31 - And God saw every thing that he had made, and, behold, [it was] very good. And the 
evening and the morning were the sixth day. 


Genesis 2:1 - Thus the heavens and the earth were finished, and all the host of them. 


Genesis 2:2 - And on the seventh day God ended his work which he had made; and he rested on the 
seventh day from all his work which he had made. 


Genesis 2:3 - And God blessed the seventh day, and sanctified it: because that in it he had rested from 
all his work which God created and made. 


Turning to the New Testament Gospels, we find Jesus "finished" with the courtyard ministry on earth, in the 
same time, the 6th Day, entering into His rest the 7th Day: 


John 19:30 - When Jesus therefore had received the vinegar, he said, It is finished: and he bowed his 
head, and gave up the ghost. 


Additional: 


"Extra consideration, is also to be had about the following text, "the Spices", 
when were they purchased?: 


Mark 16:1 - "And when the sabbath was past, Mary Magdalene, and Mary the 
mother of James, and Salome, had bought sweet spices, that they might come 
and anoint him." 


For those which advocate a middle of the week [Wednesday, or Thursday], or 
elsewhere Crucifixion for Jesus, utilize this text along with the phrases "three 
days and three nights" [Jonah 1:17; Matthew 12:40] and "in the heart of the 
earth" [Matthew 12:40] in isolation, attempting to prove that Jesus needed to be 
in the grave for 72 hours [12 full hours for each day and night], some having 
Jesus raised the Seventh Day Sabbath, others on Sunday, others raised 
elsewhere, depending on their various respective views. 


For these advocates of such eisigeted theologies/explanations, ask the question, 
how could those women, “Mary Magdalene, and Mary the mother of James, and 
Salome", all "had bought sweet spices, that they might come and anoint him" 
since they were not allowed to do so during "seasonal" feast "sabbath" hours, 


However, let us see what we will of the Scriptures first in all four Gospel accounts together 
[beginning with the "Truly this was the Son of God" statement/event and continuing from 
there], before addressing this: 


Mathew 27:54 - "Now when the centurion, and they that were with him, watching Jesus, 
saw the earthquake, and those things that were done, they feared greatly, saying, Truly 
this was the Son of God." 


Mark 15:39 - "And when the centurion, which stood over against him, saw that he so cried 
out, and gave up the ghost, he said, Truly this man was the Son of God." 


Luke 23:47 - "Now when the centurion saw what was done, he glorified God, saying, 
Certainly this was a righteous man." 


Luke 23:48 - "And all the people that came together to that sight, beholding the things 
which were done, smote their breasts, and returned." 


Matthew 27:55 - "And many women were there beholding afar off, which followed Jesus 
from Galilee, ministering unto him:" 


Mark 15:40 - "There were also women looking on afar off: among whom was Mary 


Luke 23:49 - "And all his acquaintance, and the women that followed him from 
Galilee, stood afar off, beholding these things." 


Matthew 27:56 - "Among which was Mary Magdalene, and Mary the mother of 
James and Joses, and the mother of Zebedee's children." 


Mark 15:41 - "(Who also, when he was in Galilee, followed him, and ministered 
unto him: ) and many other women which came up with him unto Jerusalem." 


Matthew 27:57 - "When the even was come, there came a rich man of 
Arimathaea, named Joseph, who also himself was Jesus' disciple:" 


Mark 15:42 - “And now when the even was come, because it was the 
preparation, that is, the day before the sabbath," 


Luke 23:50 - "And, behold, there was a man named Joseph, a counsellor; and he 
was a good man, and a just:" 


Luke 23:51 - "(The same had not consented to the counsel and deed of them; ) 
he was of Arimathaea, a city of the Jews: who also himself waited for the 
kingdom of God." 
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Mark 15:43 - "Joseph of Arimathaea, an honourable counsellor, which also waited 
for the kingdom of God, came, and went in boldly unto Pilate, and craved the 
body of Jesus." 


Mark 15:44 - "And Pilate marvelled if he were already dead: and calling unto him 
the centurion, he asked him whether he had been any while dead." 


Mark 15:45 - "And when he knew it of the centurion, he gave the body to 
Joseph." 


Luke 23:52 - "This man went unto Pilate, and begged the body of Jesus." 


John 19:38 - "And after this Joseph of Arimathaea, being a disciple of Jesus, but 
secretly for fear of the Jews, besought Pilate that he might take away the body 
of Jesus: and Pilate gave him leave. He came therefore, and took the body of 
Jesus." 


Matthew 27:59 - "And when Joseph had taken the body, he wrapped it in a clean 
linen cloth," 


Mark 15:46 - "And he bought fine linen, and took him down, and wrapped him in 
the linen. and laid him in a sepulchre which was hewn out of a rock. and rolled a 


John 19:39 - "And there came also Nicodemus, which at the first came to Jesus by 
night, and brought a mixture of myrrh and aloes, about an hundred pound [weight]." 


John 19:40 - “Then took they the body of Jesus, and wound it in linen clothes with the 
spices, as the manner of the Jews is to bury." 


Luke 23:54 - "And that day was the preparation, and the sabbath drew on." 


John 19:41 - "Now in the place where he was crucified there was a garden; and in the 
garden a new sepulchre, wherein was never man yet laid." 


John 19:42 - “There laid they Jesus therefore because of the Jews' preparation [day]; 
for the sepulchre was nigh at hand." 


"Matthew 27:60 - And laid it in his own new tomb, which he had hewn out in the rock: 
and he rolled a great stone to the door of the sepulchre, and departed." 


Matthew 27:61 - "And there was Mary Magdalene, and the other Mary, sitting over 
against the sepulchre." 


Mark 15:47 - "And Mary Magdalene and Mary the mother of Joses beheld where he 
was laid." 
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Luke 23:56 - "And they returned, and prepared spices and ointments; and rested the 
sabbath day according to the commandment." 


Matthew 28:1 - "In the end of the sabbath, as it began to dawn toward the first day of the 
week, came Mary Magdalene and the other Mary to see the sepulchre." 


Matthew 28:2 - "And, behold, there was a great earthquake: for the angel of the Lord 
descended from heaven, and came and rolled back the stone from the door, and sat upon 
it." 


Mark 16:1 - "And when the sabbath was past, Mary Magdalene, and Mary the mother of 
James, and Salome, had bought sweet spices, that they might come and anoint him." 


Mark 16:2 - "And very early in the morning the first day of the week, they came unto the 
sepulchre at the rising of the sun." 


Mark 16:3 - "And they said among themselves, Who shall roll us away the stone from the 
door of the sepulchre?" 


Mark 16:4 - "And when they looked, they saw that the stone was rolled away: for it was very 


great." 


Luke 24:1 - "Now upon the first [day] of the week, very early in the morning, they came unto 


the sepulchre, bringing the spices which they had prepared, and certain [others] with 
them." 


Additional: 


"Without resorting to various theories as held by others, what do the texts 
plainly give to us? 


We read that on the very same day that Jesus was Crucified, being the Passover, 
the 14th of Aviv/Nisan, the sixth day of the week, 


[1] Jesus died "about the ninth hour" [approximately 3 PM], according to the 
Scripture [Matthew 27:46; Mark 15:33-34; Luke 23:44], in fulfillment of Prophecy 
and Typology, He being the "Lamb of God", even the "Passover" Lamb, prepared 
for the "evening sacrifice" (and as an additional note, see also the importance of 
the "morning" sacrifice, and when Jesus was Hung upon the Cross and for how 
long He was therefore). 


[2] Joseph of Arimathaea had time on that same day after Jesus' death to 
approach and ask of Pilate for the Body of Jesus [Matthew 27:57-58; Mark 15:42- 
43; Luke 23:50-52; John 19:38]. 


[3] Pontius Pilate had time on that same day after Jesus' death to summon the 
guard, and inquire about Jesus' death [Mark 15:44-45]. 


[5] Joseph of Arimathaea had time on that same day, after Jesus' death 
and after asking Pontius Pilate for the body of Jesus, and the inquisition 
made of Pilate to the guard, and taking Jesus down and way, to then 
purchase afterward [“And bought"] “fine linen" to wrap Jesus' body in 
[Mark 15:46]. 


[6] Nicodemus had time on that same day to bring I“ brought“ ] “a mixture 
of myrrh and aloes, about an hundred pound [weight]" [John 19:39] along 
with Joseph of Arimathaea to then “wound it in linen clothes with the 
spices" and embalm the body of Jesus with [Matthew 27:59; Mark 

15:46; Luke 23:53; John 19:40]. 


[7] According to the texts, there was still time before the Sabbath, 
according to the commandment [Luke 23:56] had come, as the Scriptures 
reveal that it was still “the preparation day”, though the “sabbath drew 
on" [or was nearing] [Luke 23:54]. 


[8] They all had time on that same day, even after all these events to go 
to the tomb with Jesus and lay Him in the tomb, and seal it [Matthew 
27:60-61; Mark 15:47; Luke 23:55; John 19:41-42]. 


[10] Once the women had "returned" to their homes [some 
Jerusalem, others possibly Olivet] they still had enough time, 
because the Scriptures recorded that they then "prepared spices 
and ointments" [Luke 23:56] before the Sabbath, in which they 
then when it had come, finally, "rested according to the 
commandment.” [Luke 23:56] and later came after the sabbath 
was past, even early in the morning of the first day of the week, 
even "bringing the spices which they had prepared" [Luke 24:1] the 
day of Christ's Crucifixion, wherein then it is obvious that they "had 
bought" them that day, the sixth day of the week, before the 7th 
Day the Sabbath of the LORD thy God, according to the 
Commandment actually commenced, which was about 3 hours. 


Let us now, come back to the main text at issue: 
Mark 16:1 - And when the sabbath was past, Mary Magdalene, 


and Mary the [mother] of James, and Salome, had bought sweet 
spices, that they might come and anoint him. 


This text [Mark 16:1] does not indicate that a seasonal feast 
sabbath had come, and then a normal day existed in between for 
them to make purchase, which was then followed by the 7th Day 
Sabbath, as many incorrectly subscribe to, for it has been shown 
Prophetically and Typologically (Jonah, Manna, and more still to 
come in the Levitical Calender, etc) that that would be impossible 


(and will be yet further still, in total). Let us then look at the 
words: 


"had bought" [already having had purchased, sometime in the 
past] - 


Tense: Aorist 
Voice: Active 
Mood: Indicative 
Person: third 
Number: Plural 


This is s a past tense action, and the Greek aorist [tense] indicative 
[mood] reveals that it was an event [the purchasing] already past and 
done, some time before these events, without the text determining the 
exact moment of purchase in the past, but we can know by the other 
texts, and the women's own faithfulness that it had to be sometime 
before the Sabbath mentioned in this text and others. When we combine 
all of those previous points [1-10], we can know that the women had 
plenty of time to make the purchase of those spices several hours before 
Sabbath had come, while the men [Joseph and Nicodemus] were doing 
the things recorded, even purchasing "linen", etc. We can know that the 
women already had the spices before Jesus was laid in the tomb, and thus 
we can conclusively determine that they "had bought" those spices 
sometime before then. 


Not content with this, others attempt to wrest the passage from the 
context order, but please notice the connections of “and” in successive 
time keeping: 


Mark 15:45 And when he knew [itl of the centurion. he aave the hodv 


Mark 15:46 is preceeded by Mark 15:45, which gives us succession 
of events in their order, and vs 46 begins with "kai" [And], 
connecting the two. 


Therefore, Joseph was given the body, he bought fine linen, and 
then took the body down, and then wrapped Jesus in that just 
purchased Linen, etc. Plenty of time in the day to do so, since Jesus 
had died at approx 3PM, and there was several hours left before 
sunset and the 7th Day Sabbath was to begin.
